Formation of a Citizens’ committee to study and make 


recom¬ 
mendations on the City’s controversial water system development 
issues, is going forward, it has been announced by A. L. Draeger, 
78 Esperanza. 

Such a measure was encour¬ 
aged by City Councilman Paul 
N. Carter, member of the Wa¬ 
ter Committee, at a public 
meeting last week. 

In letters to the mayor and 
City councilmen informing 
them of the measure and in¬ 
viting their participation, Drae¬ 
ger also strongly urged they 
“withhold for the present time 
the spending of funds for con¬ 
troversial items in the Novem¬ 
ber, 1953, Montgomery (engi¬ 
neering) Report, such as new 
reservoirs, site acquisitions, im¬ 
provements to spreading 
grounds . . and others. 

Letter from Montgomery 

In a letter to the City Council 
after the public meeting which 
he attended and where he 
heard the alternate recom¬ 
mendations of A1 Myers, former 
Sierra Madre water superin¬ 
tendent, Montgomery states 
that “the need remains for 
early construction of certain 
projects" and recommends that 
"consideration be given to a 
limited program of construction 
using whatever funds may be 
available.” 

He lists the following proj¬ 
ects as "urgent” in the order 
of their priority: (1) Construc¬ 
tion of a 1.3 million gallon 
reservoir; (2) Improvements to 
existing spreading basins to 
permit greater percolation; (3) 

Construction of additional 
spreading basins; (4) Construc¬ 
tion of measuring device on in¬ 
let to debris basin and, (5) Re¬ 
placement of water mains in 
worst condition and installation 
of pressure reducing valves. 

Myers claims that the repairs 
and improvements he deems 
necessary and practical can be 
accomplished “without issuance 
of bonds or increase in water 
rates.” 

A $110,000 water bond issue 
was defeated in the municipal 
election April 13. 

Myers Report Available 
Draeger has made a copy of 
the Myers report available to 
the City Council. He states in 
his letter that “recommenda¬ 
tions meeting the approval of 
the City’s residents will be 
forthcoming within 60 days.,” 

Purposes of the Citizens’ com¬ 
mittee, he writes, are the ob-

taining, and publicizing of and 
making recommendations o n 
facts obtained and polling of 
residents for consensus. 

Membership, he said, is open 
to all residents and property 
owners of Sierra Madre. There 
will be no dues or assessments. 
Voluntary contributions, h e 
•wrote, will be accepted only in 
amounts necessary to meet cur¬ 
rent expenses of printing and 
mailing information. Time and 
place of meetings f will be an¬ 
nounced publicly. ' 

The interest and work thus 
far of the citizens’ group was 
commended by Charles H. 
James, acting mayor in the ab¬ 
sence of Charles E. Louk, and 
by Councilmen Carter and Pratt.

Pratt stressed the 
necessity of accomplishing the 
revisions before the close of the 
fiscal year, estimating that City 
revenue next year could be in¬ 
creased to between five and 
ten thousand dollars. 

Bids Thrown Out 

Speaking on an agenda item, 
Pratt moved that three bids re¬ 
ceived on 30,000 gallons of pene¬ 
trating emulsion oil for the 
street department be thrown 
out because, he averred, the 
specifications were so set up 
as to exclude at least five other 
bidders. Councilman Ptnil Car¬ 
ter seconded the motion which 
was carried. 

Contract Approval Withheld 

Approval of a $3000 9-month 
contractual agreement with 
Gordon Whitnall and Associ¬ 
ates, planning consultants, was 
held over to the next meeting 
after Pratt’s protest that the 
step was too advanced for Sier¬ 
ra Madre at the present time. 
It was his contention that an 
expenditure of $75 per month 
for continuous land use advice 
to the Planning Commission ap¬ 
peared more practical and 
timely. 

Urges Weekly Meetings 

The new councilman repeated 
his request that the council 
consider establishing weekly 
meetings to accomplish two 
purposes, he said, the elimina¬ 
tion of lengthy, time-consum¬ 
ing agendas and the necessity 
for Monday night pre-council 
committee meetings. 

Action was not taken in the 
absence of a full council. May¬ 
or Charles E. Louk and Coun¬ 
cilman Harold F. Roberts were 
not present.

Ernest Dixon, regional direc¬ 
tor, conducted the meeting dur¬ 
ing which Mayor Arthur Cox of 
Pomona and Mayor Joseph Wal¬ 
ker of Monrovia were unani¬ 
mously elected chairman and 
vice-chairman, respectively. 

May 25 was set as the dead¬ 
line for receipt of applications 
for the $6000 a year post of 11- 
city coordinator. Councilman 
Roberts has provided City Clerk 
Marie Warfel with specifica¬ 
tions setting forth the require¬ 
ments for the area coordinator 
position with the expectation 
that there may be local men 
wishing to apply. 

Deadline May 25 

Applications must be in the 
hands of Mrs. Christine Van 
Maanen, secretary to the Arca¬ 
dia city manager, at Arcadia 
City Hall by the 25th of this 
month. The City of Arcadia has 
been established as the area 
administration center, with 
headquarters for the area to be 
designated after the appoint¬ 
ment of a coordinator. 

The 11 cities which have en¬ 
tered into a mutual aid Civil 
Defense and disaster relief 
agreement under the Joint Pow¬ 
ers law of California include 
Arcadia, Azusa, Claremont, Co¬ 
vina, West Covina, El Monte, 
Glendora, LaVerne, Pomona, 
Monrovia and Sierra Madre. 
Each city contributes a pro 
rata share of the administra¬ 
tion cost based on population. 
Sierra Madre’s share is five per¬ 
cent, $493.20, for the fiscal year 
of July 1, 1954 to June 30, 1955.

As he 
makes friendships in the neigh¬ 
borhood or at nursery school, he 
becomes aware of the fact that 
other children also possess 
things which he begins to covet. 
With help from understanding 
adults, most three-year-olds 
and some two-year-olds are ca¬ 
pable of “taking turns” in the 
use of play equipment. 

Here are a few things you 
can do to help your child learn 
to share: 

1. Respect the child’s own 
possessions. Let him feel the 
importance of ownership. 

2. See that there are enough 
toys so that each child in¬ 
volved has something to play 
with. * 

3. If two or more children 
want a piece of play equipment 
at the same time, show them 
how to take turns. “Let Johnny 
ride the tricycle to the gate and 
back, then you may ride it.” 
Be positive instead of negative 
in your suggestions. “Johnny’s 
turn now; your turn next.” 

4. If a child takes something 
away from another by force, 
have him return it. “Mary is 
using the wagon. You may not 
take it from her. When she 
leaves it you may have it.” 

Try not to be emotional or 
punitive in your attitude. If 
you let your child know you 
have trust in him, you may be 
surprised at how reasonable he 
can be.

Sierra Madre friends of Pro¬ 
fessor and Mrs. Robert MacBur- 
ney Mitchell of Providence, R.I., 
have received word of the death 
April 22 of Mrs. Mitchell, a Si¬ 
erra Madre Villa resident in her 
girlhood. 

Mrs. Mitchell, who w a s 68 
years of age at the time of her 
death, was the former Gertrude 
McCrackan, daughter of the late 
Rev. J. H. McCrackan, who, be¬ 
fore the turn of the century was 
rector of Sierra Madre's Church 
of the Ascension (Episcopal) 
for several years. 

Long-time Sierra Madre resi¬ 
dents recall that the rector 
made a practice of bicycling 
over from his home in Sierra 
Madre Villa to conduct services 
and visit his parishioners here. 

The McCrackans and their 
daughter left for Europe in 
about 1899, Jiving first in Ba¬ 
den-Baden, Germany, then Mu¬ 
nich where the Rev. Mr. Mc¬ 
Crackan was rector of the Amer¬ 
ican Episcopal church. He often 
cycled over to Oberammergau, 
home of the Passion Play, to 
visit the villagers. He became 
so beloved there that when he 
died the villagers asked that 
he be buried there.
